DETAILED ACTION 



Status of the Application 

1 . Claims 1-9 were rejected in the prior action, mailed on February 25, 2003. In the 
Reply filed on June 25, 2003, the Applicant amended claim 9 to correct a grammatical 
error, and amended the specification of the application. No New Matter was found in the 
newly added paragraphs. 



2. In view of the Amendments and the Comments in the June 25 Reply, all 
outstanding objections and rejections are withdrawn. Claims 1-9 are found allowable. 



Conclusion 

3. All claims are allowed. 

4. The following prior art reference is made of record and is considered pertinent to 

applicant's disclosure. However, while relevant they are also not used as a basis for 

rejection for the stated reasons. 

U.S. Patent 4,861,588 teaches an immunogenic polypeptide comprising residues 
90-120 of the pre-S HBV sequence. Col. 15, lines 33-45. This sequence overlaps 
both of, but does not contain the entirety of either of the minimal sequences (80- 
102 or 98-161) in the presently claimed amino acid sequences of the pre-S 
protein.
